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ABSTRACT 

This document updates the Athletic Tracking Study completed 
by the Palomar College Institutional Research and Planning department in 
1999. To complete this study, the authors placed student athletes into 
cohorts based on the year in which they began participating in the athletic 
program. They then tracked the persistence and performance of each cohort by 
semester. For this study they added three new years of cohorts from 1988-89 
through 1998-99. Also, for general comparison purposes, they tracked cohorts 
of first-time full-time students over the same time period. The authors note 
that this study tracks first-time athletic program participants. A 
preliminary tracking of students in the cohorts showed that many athletes 
complete a course at Palomar prior to participating in an athletic program. 
Key research findings include: (1) persistence from first to second semester 

for athletes has decreased slightly over time although remaining relatively 
high (87%); (2) compared with other campus groups, athlete completion rates, 

including California State University certifications, remain high; and (3) 
the percentage of "transfer level" units completed by the athlete cohorts 
increases over time. Appended- to this report are tracking tables from each 
athlete and first-time, full-time cohort that provides data on persistence, 
degree completion, transfer certifications, and grade point average. (RC)

Summary Report of the Athlete Tracking Study 

This summary report briefly describes an update to the Athletic Tracking Study completed by the 
Office of Institutional Research and Planning (IR&P). For a more detailed report including a 
description of the method, please contact the IR&P office or Athletics. 

The study described in this report represents an update of the Athletic Tracking study 
completed by the Institutional Research and Planning department in 1999. To complete this 
study, we placed student athletes into cohorts based on the year in which they began participating 
in the athletic program. Then, we tracked the persistence and performance of each cohort by 
semester. For this study we added three new years of cohorts from 1996 through 1998. Thus, 
overall this office has tracked entering athlete cohorts from 1988-89 through 1998-99. Also, for 
general comparison purposes, we tracked cohorts of first-time full-time students over the same 
time period. 

Note, this study tracks first-time athletic program participants. A preliminary tracking of 
students in the cohorts program showed that many athletes complete a course at Palomar prior to 
participating in an athletic program.

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Athlete Tracking Tables 



Appendix A includes the tracking tables for each Athlete cohort in the study. Appendix 
B includes the tracking tables for the First-time Full-time cohorts. For each cohort, the tables 
track persistence, completion in terms of AA/CA degrees awarded and CSU transfer 
certifications, as well as GPA. Additional tables also show course type distribution of the athlete 
cohorts. Before reviewing the tables in detail please read the accompanying text description in 
Appendix A. 

Summary of Observations from the Athlete Tracking Tables 

■ Persistence from 1 st to 2 nd semester for athletes has decreased slightly over time. 
However, it still remains high. For example, 87% of the Fall 1 996 first time athletes 
enrolled in at least one class the following semester (Spring 1 997). 

■ Compared to other campus groups, athlete completion rates including CSU 
certifications remain high. 

■ Athlete first semester mean GPAs are around 2.44. The second semester mean GPAs 
drop a bit, but then rebound in the 3 rd semester. 

■ The percentage of "transfer level" units completed by the athlete cohorts increases 
over time. 



Summary of Cursory Comparison of Athlete Cohorts to First-time, Full-time 

Cohorts 

■ Persistence rates of athlete cohorts and first-time, full-time cohorts are similar. 

■ For the types of completion tracked in this study, as a percent of original cohort, 
athletes "completed" their studies faster. 

■ Athletes received more AA degrees than first-time full-time students. 

■ By the last cohort tracked, athletes began certifying to a CSU at higher rates than 
first-time full-time students (See Figures 1 and 2 on the following page). 

Note, that any comparison between the completion rates of athletes and first-time 
full-time students should consider that groups also may be transferring without AA or 
CSU certification. Thus, first-time full-time completion rates may be underestimated. 
Further, athletes included in the cohorts are based on first time participants in an 
athletic program. Also, many athletes complete a course prior to participating in a 
program and are thus not first time students. On the other hand the full-time cohorts 
represent first-time students. 

■ Full-time student cohorts had a slightly higher initial percentage of students placing in 
the semester GPA category of 3. 5-4.0.

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Summary 



In summary, athletes appear to be persisting and "completing" their studies at Palomar. 
Over time the persistence of athletes from 1 st to 2 nd semester has decreased slightly. Further, 
increases in certifications for transfer to CSUs has impacted the overall "completion" rates (for 
the completion indices we can track). Athletes appear to perform better in the earlier semesters 
relative to later semesters. However, a drop in semester GPAs around the 6 th semester is 
possibly due to the fact the higher performing students are completing or moving on by this time. 
Athletes appear to have slightly lower GPAs relative to the comparison group but have higher 
completion rates than the comparison group.

Appendix A 

Athlete Cohort Tracking Tables 
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Description of Tables 



Table 1A shows persistence and completion information for the athlete cohorts in terms 
of a percentage of the original cohort. The following information is provided for each cohort: 
persistence, AA degrees awarded, Certificate of Achievements awarded, and certifications to 
transfer to a CSU. Each cohort also includes a Total CC row that represents the sum of the 
persistence and completion information. Note, the "Completion" information provided in each 
table represents a cumulative percent by semester. Table 2A includes just completion 
information (AA, CA, and certification to transfer to a CSU) for each cohort. 

Table 3A provides the distribution of semester GPAs by category, mean units attempted, 
mean units completed, and mean semester GPAs for each cohort. 

Table 4A provides the distribution of types of courses for each cohort. We divided types 
of courses into four categories: ACS (Athletic Competitive Sports), PE, Precollegiate, and 

Transfer level. In general, we considered classes with course numbers greater than 100 a transfer 
level course.

Description of Tables 



The tables in this appendix show tracking information for first-time, full-time student 
cohorts. We identified this group as a general comparison group for the athlete cohorts. The 
comparisons made in the report are based strictly on observation. Further, it is noted that any 
comparison be made with caution as we did not control for extraneous variables. 

Table IB shows persistence and completion information for the first-time full-time 
cohorts in terms of a percentage of the original cohort. The following information is provided 
for each cohort: persistence, AA degrees awarded, Certificate of Achievements awarded, and 
certifications to transfer to a CSU. Each cohort also includes a Total CC row that represents the 
sum of the persistence and completion information. Note, the "Completion" information 
provided in each table represents a cumulative percent by semester. 

Table 2B includes just completion information (A A, CA, and certification to transfer to a 
CSU) for each cohort. Table 3B provides the distribution of semester GPAs by category, mean 
units attempted, mean units completed, and mean semester GPAs for each cohort.
